to the New York Bu siness Dev elopment Corp. In 
Albany , notice of foreclosu re was filed Thu rsday 
with Ulster Cou nty Clerk Albert Spada. 
Meanwhile, a spokesmen for the hotel Georg e 
Sv irsky . said the famed cou ntry clu b and hotel in 
Accord is still in operation, hav ing hosted 600 
members of the State Police Benev olent Associa­ 
tion Satu rday nig ht. 
Reg arding the foreclosu re, Sv irsky said, “There 
mig ht possibly be su ch a thing , bu t I know nothing 
of it.” He said that if papers were serv ed on the 
owners. “They are not broadcasting it.” 


“ We are still open for bu siness, “ Sv irsky said. 
Defendants in the action inclu de the Granit 
Hotel Inc.. Lake Y-AN-NA Corp., Don-Neal, Inc, 


Peter Messina and The People of the State of New 
York, 
The People are party to the action becau se of a 
tax warrant of $56,37 7 .39 in fav or of the State Tax 
Commission and becau se “ there may be other 
u npaid tax es," according to papers filed with the 
cou nty clerk. 
The plaintiffs, who are represented by Thom as 
Plu nkett of Ru sk, Ru sk, Plu nkett and Wadlin, ask 
that the plu sh Catskill resort be foreclosed of all 
title and equ ity of redemption of the mortg ag e 
premises to which a hu g e new addition was added 
in 197 0. 
They also seek to hav e the property sold as one 
parcel and ask that a receiv er be appointed by the 
Su preme Cou rt and that a referee be named for 
the su bsequ ent sale. 


The intitial ag reement between the dev elopment 
corporation and the Granit was in April of 19 63 
when the property was mortg ag ed for $463,8 32.40 
and it was ag reed that the Granit pay 40 equ al 
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installm ents of $11,59 7 ,8 1 plu s sev en per cent 
interest beg inning in Au g u st of that y ear. 
In 19 68 a nu mber of the loans were consolidated 
and modifications and ex tensions of the loans were 
ag reed tb. 
In Ju ne of 197 4 howev er, at the requ est of the 
plaintiffs, a su rv ey of the premisses was made and 
the borrowers acknowledg ed that they were in­ 
debted to the lender in the amou nt of $1.640,22.42 
plu s $9 4.48 5,23 in interest. 
On Oct. 1, the Granit ag reed to a schedu le of 
pay ments at nine |>er cent interest bu t since then, 
the plaintiffs charg e, the hotel has failed to comply 
with the conditions of the consolidation and 
therefore mov ed to foreclose. 
Sv irsky inidcated today that if a receiv er were 
to be appointed all efforts wou ld be made to keep 
the bu siness g oing in hopes of neg otiating new 
financing . He said that the hotel wou ld hav e 20 
to 30 day s to answer any complaints, if they were 
filed.

President Ford and President 
Valery Giscard D’ Estaing to­ 
day rev ersed a decade of 
FrancoAmerican riv alry and 
ag reed to work toward a u ni­ 
fied oil policy beg inning with 
a March meeting of both con­ 
su mers and produ cers. 
At the end of a three-day 
su mm it

Caribbean island, the two 
leaders 
issu ed 
a sweeping 
joint commu niqu e that also 
inclu ded an ag reement by 
France to pay the United 
States $100 million dollars to 
compensate 
for

forces ou t of France. 
The ag reement cov ered new 
cooperation in fields su ch as 
oil, financial matters, defense 
and g lobal disarm am ent and 
secu rity . 
Setting aside the bitterness 
of the De Gau lle era, the joint 
commu niqu e said, “ as tradi­ 
tional friends and allies, the 
two nations share common 
v alu es and g oals and the two 
presidents ex pressed their de­ 
term ination to cooperate on 
this basis in efforts to solv e 
common problems.”

mu niqu e said, the two leaders 
“stressed the importance of 
solidarity among oil-im port­ 
ing nations on these issu es.”

The season’s second snow­ 
fall cov ered most of the Mid- 
Hu dson Valley today , 
bu t 
warmer tem peratu res mov ing 
into the area threatened to 
wash away the accu m u lation. 
Hig her elev ations in Ulster 
Cou nty 
recorded 
between 
three and fou r inches by 
noontime. Abou t two inches 
of snow fell in the King ston 
area 
du ring 
the 
morning 
hou rs. 
A lth ou g h th e N a tiona l 
W eather 
Serv ice 
predicted 
that the snow wou ld chang e 
to 
rain 
later 
today , 
the 
warmer tem peratu res aidn’t 
arriv e fast enou g h to prev ent 
some early -morning trav eling 
di f f i c u l t i e s . 
H ig h w a y s 
throu g hou t 
Ulster 
Cou nty 
were slick and slippery and at 
least one pileu p, in Rosen- 
dale, was attribu ted to the 
wintery weather. 
King ston’s Board of Pu blic 
Works beg an sanding and 
salting operations at 5 a.m. 
today ; by 8 a.m., most of the 
city ’s 
main 
thorou g hfares 
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w ere c le a re d. W ork pro­ 
g ressed on the city ’s secon­ 
dary streets throu g hou t the 
morning , and snowplows were 
kept ready shou ld the storm 
intensify . 
Both Onteora and Ellen- 
v ille Central Schools delay ed 
classes this morning to g iv e 
plows and senders more time 
to clear the roads; all other 
schools in the cou nty adhered 
to reg u lar morning schedu les. 
With the snow falling hard 
and 
fast 
throu g hou t 
the 
morning , howev er, the King ­ 
ston C onsolidated School 
District cancelled its after­ 
noon kinderg arten classes to­ 
day , nd all school districts in 


the cou nty contem plated an 
early closing . 
All the local confu sion was 
c a u se d by th e N a tiona l 
W eather Serv ice, which can­ 
celled its winter storm watch 
for the Mid-Hu dson Valley 
shortly after midnig ht. Fore­ 
casts called for rain — not 
snow — throu g hou t the morn­ 
ing . 
T h e u ne x pe c te dly per- 
sistu nt snowfall took road 
clearing crews by su rprise, 
too. A spokesman for the 
Board of Pu blic Works said at 
8 a.m . today that the snow 
was ex pected to chang e to 
rain momentarily . It didn’t, 
so BPW crews simply kept 


sanding and salting throu g h­ 
ou t the morning . 
The Ister Cou nty Hig hway 
Departm ent 
and the New 
York State Departm ent of 
Transportation were likewise 
kept 
bu sy 
throu g hou t 
the 
morning . Officials said that 
most of the major hig hway s 
were sanded or salted at least 
once before 10 a.m.

Pilo t, Six Children Rea ch Sa fety 
Seven To rturo us Da ys in J ung le 


LA MERCED, Peru (UPI) — Beset by bru ises, cu ts, 
hu ng er, cold, leeches and mosqu itoes, the y ou ng pilot and 
six children hacked their way throu g h the thick u nderbru sh. 
It took sev en day s of su ffering for the plane crash su rv iv ors 
to reach safety , ending a week-long sag a of cou rag e and 
endu rance in the Amazon ju ng le. 
The dram a beg an Dec. 7 when a sing le-eng ine plane 
carry ing stu dents home for the Christm as holiday s crashed 
into the ju ng les of eastern Peru . 
One of the stu dents was killed in the crash. A second died 
three.hou rs later. And a third died du ring the trip throu g h 
the u nderg rowth. 
Oscar Zehnder, the 24-y earold pilot, led the su rv iv ing 
stu dents, rang ing in ag e from nine to 16, throu g h the ju ng le 
to a riv er and then down the water by raft to safety 
Satu rday . 
The stu dents, children of German im m ig rant families with 
farms in the remote foothills of the Andes m ou ntains, were 
all related to Zehnder. 
“ We wou ld nev er hav e made it withou t him ,’ said Herta 
Zehnder, 14, a cou sin of the pilot. “ He wou ldn’t g iv e u p and 


he wou ldn’t let u s g iv e u p.” 
, 
She said the su rv iv ors salv ag ed a flask ot wine and two 
canteens of water from the plane. “We ate hearts of palm 
and occasionally came across edible fru its," she said. 
“We lost ou r shoes and most of ou r clothes in the crash,” 
she said. “ Ou r arms and leg s and ou r feet were cu t by weeds, 
thorns and sharp leav es.” 
They slashed their way throu g h the u nderbru sh, reached 
the banks of a ju ng le riv er and then hailed a passing Indian 
boatm an. He took them downstream on a raft to the v illag e 
of Iscocasin. 
After notify ing their families, au thorities flew the y ou ng ­ 
sters to La Merced, 150 miles east of Lima and the site of 
the only hospital in the reg ion. 
Doctors said the pilot was su ffering from cracked ribs, bad 
cu ts and sev ere depression. They said his 16-y ear-old sister, 
Glady s, was also badly depressed bu t the rest of the children 
were in hig h spirits abou t their adv entu re. 
v 
Au thorities said Zehnder’s fast action in du mping ou t the 
plane’s g asoline probably sav ed the su rv iv ors from a fiery 
death.

The commu niqu e also re­ 
ported action on: 
—Gold: Ford and Giscard 
ag reed on “closer financial 
cooperation" between the Un­ 
ited States and France. And 
the presidents “ ag reed that it 
wou ld be appropriate for any 


g ov ernment which wished to 
do so to adopt cu rrent market 
prices as the basis of v alu ­ 
ation for its g old holding s.” 


—Employ ment and trade: 
The two ag reed their nations 
plu s the Eu ropean Common 
Market “ mu st adopt consis­ 
tent economic policies in or­ 
der to be effectiv e in av oiding 
u nemploy ment while fig hting 
inflation. In particu lar, they 
ag reed on the importance of 
av oiding measu res of a pro­ 
tectionist natu re.” 
Ford and Giscard said the 
entire list of their cooperation 
ag reements “ will be carried 
ou t in the most ex peditiou s 
manner p<» saible.”

Ford inv ited a g rou p of American celebri­ 
ties to the party and kissed his featu re 
performer, sing er Sarah Vau g han, on the 
cheek. Miss Vag han flew in from New York 
for the occasion and sang su ch popu lar song s 
as “Su m m ertim e” and “Close to You ”. 
“ She is the star —one of ou r finest and 
best," Ford said introdu cing Miss Vau g hn, 
who wore a mu lticolored patchwork caftan. 
Ford hosted the candlelit g athering alone 
becau se Mrs. Ford, su ffering from an os­ 
teoarthritis attack in her neck and back, 
canceled plans to attend the three-day 
Franco American su mmit meeting . 
The 46 g u ests sat at rou nd tables on the 
Meridien Hotel patio ov erlooking Fort de 
France bay . The ou tdoor dinner featu red an 
all-American 
menu 
inclu ding 
charcoil- 
broiled sirloin steak, corn on the cob and 
California wines. 
Each g u est receiv ed a Thomas Jefferson 
medallion as a special memento. 
Ford sat between Giscard and his beau tifu l 
dark-haired wife, who wore a long white 
g own and diamond earring s. 


At the nex t table nex t to Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissing er was Dav id Rockefeller, 
chairm an of Chase M anhattan bank, who 
flew in from a nearby Carribbean island.

Olive Landowners Make Plans 


W E S T SH O KAN 
O liv e Land ow n ers In ­ 
terested in a Viable Environ­ 
ment (O L IV E ), at its recent 
mon-thly meeting discussed 
plans for the coming year, 
including a study of town 
government and the laws and 
regulations under which it op­ 
erates. 
O L IV E also plans to invite 
representatives to the various 
governing bodies — town 
hoard, planning board, as­ 
sessors, etc.— to meet with 
O L IV E members to explain 
their operations and to an­ 
swer questions. It was sug­ 
gested that one session should 
be devoted to the mechanics 
of putting together a town 
budget, in hopes that it might 
make tentative budget figures 
available further in advance 
of the actual budget hearing 
so citizens could he better 
prepared to ask intelligent 
questions. 
John Dashman, chairman 
of 
the 
O L IV E 
committee 
which drew up a suggested 
town zoning plan, reported on 
the meeting with the Zoning 
Commission, which is now 
drafting a permanent zoning 
ordinance for the town. The 
minting was cordial and the 


Commission displayed keen 
interest in OLlVE’s recom­ 
mendations, Dashman said. 
A member oft he firm which 
serves as zoning consultant to 
the commission praised the 
O L IV E plan, saying it "had 
all the earmarks of a pro­ 
fessional 
study,”

reported.

commission’s plan, with nu­ 
merous one-acre zones, ap­ 
parently would not he the 
version the town finally will 
adopt.

acre zoning. 
S t e u d i n g 
t h a n k e d 
Dashmen and committee 
members for their report and 
stressed the importance of a 
large turnout of O L IV E mem­ 
bers at the public hearings on 
theproposed final zoning 
plan, scheduled for January. 
James Mays reported on 
the public hearing in New 
Paltz by the Temporary Com­ 
mission on the Water Needs 
of Southeastern New York 
State, saying that a majority 
of speakers strongly opposed 
the commission’s proposal of 


a new authority to take over* 
the existing New York City 
water facilities and combine 
them with other upstate wa­ 
ter resources.

Study the Catskills has released a series of study reports on 
such areas of local concern as government, economy, resort 
industry, agriculture, water resources and transportation. 
The reports, the product of research efforts of consultants 
to the Commission, will be released on a weekly basis until 
February, 1975. 
Executive Director Albert G. Hall noted that all the 
information released to date is available at the Commission 
offices in the Rexmere Park Complex in Stamford, and will 
be made available to the public when fees and distribution 
procedures have been established. 
Collectively, the reports will comprise a unique profile of 
an entire region of the state, providing regional data and 
infromation for analysis by the commission staff. Sup­ 
plemented by further studies and information compiled by 
the commissioners and their staff, they will form the 
commission's recommendations to the New York State 
legislature i n March, 1975. 
"Fish and Wildlife of the Catskill Region," scheduled for 
release Monday, Dec. 16, was prepared by the College of 
Environmental Science and Forestry in Syracuse, and 
provides information on the wildlife of the region. 
Some of the recommendations suggested for evaluation by 
the C om m ission: 
• Formation of a steering group to organize and outline 
wildlife 
resources 
planning 
and 
management 
on 
an 
ecological zone basis, with an advisory group of sportsmen, 
conservationists, and wildlife professionals to assist the 
steering group. 
• Investigation to determine the existence and location of 
mammals, amphibians, and reptiles where present records 
are lacking. 
• Purchase of key wildlife habitats for protection and 
management. 
• Reduction of indiscrminate shooting of Hying predators, 
especially the endangered bald eagle, osprey, and peregrin 
falcon. 
• Strict enforcement of endangered species restrictions 
under the Environmental Conservation Laws. 
• Strict enforcement of pesticide restrictions. 
• "Wilderness Zone” type protection for the areas in­ 
cluded in northern and southern black bear ranges. 
• Establishment of an "Early Warning" system with 
county planning groups to identify key wildlife habitat areas 
particularly susceptible to human encroachment. 
• Educatuvial courses in Schools, adult education classes, 
community oollegesand state-operated campsites to increase 
public awareness of the value and problems of Catskill 
wildlife resources. *

D em ocratic national chairm an Robert S. S trau ss cannot 
• he blam ed. Hav ing alienated his original su pporters in 
• organized labor by skillfu lly seeking consensu s throu gh 
*. com prom ise and strategic retreat, Strau ss was ready last 
:• weekend to stand and fight. Bu t party leaders wou ld not 
stand by him . raising the danger th a t the m istakes of 19 72 
•*. may be repeated partially in 19761 
:• 
On Friday , S trau ss seem ed on the brink of a rem arkable 
•: triu m ph. W hile keeping ex trem e reform s ou t of the party 
•: charter, he walked a narrow line on the tou chy racial issu e. 
:• R etreating enou gh to keep blacks relativ ely happy while still 
j: disav owing the politically poisonou s q u ota sy stem . T he 
ft com prom ise proposed by D em ocratic gov ernors at their 
•j H ilton H ead, S.C., conference two weeks earlier was en- 
dorsed by alm ost ev ery one, 
ft 
W hat doomed this arrangem ent was a fact perceiv ed only 
dim lv w ithin the D em ocratic party and not at all ou tside 
>• 
it. T here is basic racial disagreem ent ov er q u otas. W hile 
j:j: black D em ocrats pu blicly agree w ith w hite D em ocrats in 
rejecting q u otas, their leaders priv ately call q u otas essential, 
ft T hu s, they were deeply distu rbed when Gov . W endell 
Anderson of M innesota, chairm an of the D em ocratic gov - 
ft 
ernors, em phatically described the H ilton Head com prom ise 
ft 
as an absolu te ban on q u otas. 
On T hu rsday , com plaints abou t the clear-cu t anti-q u ota 
;ji 
langu age in the H ilton H ead com prom ise were started by 
ft 
W illiam Lu cy of the Am erican Federation of S tate, Cou nty 
and M u nicipal Em ploy es (A FSCM E) and other m ilitant 
ft 
black leaders. Following u su al cu stom , w ithin 24 hou rs this 
ft 
becam e the m andatory position for all black delegates. 


T he black highest in the party ’s hierarchy , national v ice 
chairm an Basil Paterson, presented the dem and to Strau ss 
Friday night, triggering a tu rbu lent m eeting in S trau ss's 
hotel su ite th at lasted into the m orning hou rs. 
Strau ss and Edw ard B ennett W illiam s, the party ’s na ­ 
tional treasu rer, angrily accu sed Paterson of welching on the 
H ilton Head agreem ent. Paterson and other blacks th re a t­ 
ened to walk ou t of the conv ention. An infu riated Strau ss 
then u rged them , “ Get on y ou r bicy cle and go." By natu re 
a com prom iser. Bob S trau ss had decided to fight. 
Bu t others had not. A FSCM E im m ediately abandoned the 
H ilton H ead agreem ent, followed q u ickly by the U nited 
A u to W orkers. T he big New York delegation, su pposedly 
controlled by pro-Strau ss regu lars, cau cu sed and v oted 
ov erwhelm ingly for the black position. M any Congressm en, 
here as delegates becau se Strau ss w anted them as a 
m oderating elem ent, enthu siastically joined the blacks. 
M ay or Richard H atcher of Gary , Ind., soft-spoken and 
elegant, patrolled the conv ention floor S atu rday to deliv er 
delegation leaders this u ltim atu m : remov e the offering 
section or we blacks shall walk ou t. Some liberals, su ch as 
Sen. Adlai Stev enson of Illinois and Q ov .-elect M iphael 
D u kakis of M assachu setts, reacted w ith anger. Bu t far more 
liberals capitu lated. 
T he D em ocratic gov ernors, bedrock of the H ilton H ead 
agreem ent, began to cru m ble. Gov .-elect R ichard Lam m of 
Colorado was the first to defect. Gov s. T hom as Ju dge of 
M ontana and Patrick Lu cey of W isconsin were wav ering. 
M ost om inou s were the priv ately com m u nicated dou bts of 
Gov . R eu bin Askew of Florida, a powerfu l force am ong the 
gov ernors. 
W hen Askew m ade his proposal, Edw ard B ennett W il­ 
liam s assu red him the langu age did not weaken the a nti­ 
q u ota prohibition. Bu t Chicago lawy er Alex Seith, v ice 
chairm an of the party ’s delegate selection com m ission, now 
believ es the strongest legal safegu ard against q u otas has 
been destroy ed. 
As party men and adm irers of Strau ss, the regu lars of 
Illinois, Pennsy lv ania and elsewhere did not fight the 
accom m odation to the black dem ands. B u t fears for the 
fu tu re, inclu ding the 19 76 elections, are now on the rise 
becau se of the ev ents at K ansas City .

T he m inister sat deep in the back seat of the 
lim ou sine and sighed w ith relief. Old M a B arton 
was safely bu ried. T he thou ght m ade him feel 
gu ilty . He shou ld not feel solace th a t the lady was 
dead and gone. 
Ma B arton was a good C hristian. Nev er missed 
a chu rch serv ice. God, she had been baking hu ge 
m ocha lay er cakes for chu rch socials for all the 22 
y ears he had been pastor. Mrs. B arton had been 
m iddle-aged th a t long ago. 
She had done the Lord’s work for—w hat? F ifty - 
fiv e y ears? M ore perhaps. Strange, he had come 
to know her face w ith the tic-tac-toe creases and 
the tiny poached brown ey es as well as he knew 
the iv y th at clu tched the stones of his chu rch. 
T he driv er opened the glass slide of the fu neral 
coach. “ Back to the chu rch, pastor?” T he aging 
m an shook his head. “ No, to M rs. B arton’s fiat. 
I m u st take care of a few th ing s.” 
She had left all of her fu rnitu re and effects to 
Goodwill Indu stries. It was predictable. M a had 
ou tliv ed ev ery one in her fam ily , and she knew th at 
Goodwill employ s the handicapped. A C hristian 
act. 
The pastor d id n’t get to know her, really , u ntil 
the past y ear. He drew no joy from seeing her face 
in the congregation, bu t, after two Su nday s, he 
m issed it. The w ithered face w ith the w hite hair 


and the black bonnet was missing. It was as 
thou gh someone had stolen an ornam ent. 
He called on her, and fou nd th a t she had broken 
her hip in a fall on a wet kitchen floor. She called 
a doctor, hu t she w ou ldn’t go to a hospital. She 
u sed a cheap bam boo cane. 
“ O h ,” she had said brightly , “ I’m not going to 
die, Rev erend. God doesn’t want me y et. Too m u ch 
work to do." Som etim es she babbled on w ith no 
pu nctu ation. “T he thing th a t hu rts me is my jar. 
In th at closet on the top shelf I hav e a big fiv e- 
gallon jar. 
“ W ou ld y ou believ e me if I told y ou th a t ev ery 
Su nday of my life I pu t a sm all w hite bean in that 
ja r—that is, if I went to chu rch? If I m issed"—she 
lau ghed—“ and 1 had to he v ery sick or m ay be the 
snow was too high, 1 pu t a black bean in. T he jar 
is alm ost fu ll hu t it’s hard to find a black bean." 
He asked her w hat the chu rch was like before he 
was appointed to it. “ O h,” she said, “ a lot of those 
people are gone. A few to their rew ard, I su ppose. 
We are tau g h t th a t God is m ercifu l.” 
T he pastor m ade two v isits a week. Old M a 
Barton had a phone and cou ld get groceries or 
m edicine—any thing she needed. B u t, ex cept for 
his little chats, no one cam e to see her. 
Her m em ory was long. She rem em bered the tim e 
the first Negro fam ily joined the chu rch. M a d id n’t 


like it. “Those people are different,” she said. 
“They shou ld hav e their own chu rch. I hav e 
nothing against them in their own place...” 
She m arried and fou nd she cou ld hav e no 
children. Her hu sband began to drink. M a helped 
to driv e the dev il ou t of his sou l by hiding his 
clothes and his money . W hen he threatened her, 
Ma knew her du ty . She called'the police and had 
him sent away for a short tim e. 
Of cou rse, he died early . “T he d rink,” she said, 
glancing at the cracked ceiling bey ond which God 
liv ed. She rem em bered the tim e a y ou ng girl, Ellen 
som ething or other, had been ru n ou t of chu rch 
becau se she was pregnant. “ I walked u p to th at 
sinner and said, You ’re not m arried and y ou ’re not 
w anted here. 1 can tell y ou , Rev erend, th a t one 
was a hu ssv .” 
I he pastor was at the fiat. Old Ma was dead and 
bu ried. She had liv ed far bey ond her tim e, bu t she 
had done the work of God all her day s. He u sed 
his key . In the kitchen, he cou ld still sm ell M a’s 
presence. I he fiat was clean bey ond neatness. 
A bsentm indedly , he drew a kitchen chair and 
w ent into the cu pboard. He reached for the big ju g 
of beans and tottered try ing to life it.

Vice President Rockefeller... Later This Week 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P!) — By the end of this week, 
Congress will have placed Nelson A. Rockefeller w ithin a 
heartbeat of the presidency -closer than he ever got through 
the ballot box, 
Rockefeller himself described the four months of investiga­ 
tion and questioning as “ more bruising” than any campaign 
he has ever engaged in, including his unsuccessful attempts 
for the GOP presidential nomination in 1960, 1964 and 1968. 
He maneuvered himself skillfully and Rockefeller is vir­ 
tually assured of confirmation as vice president when the 
House votes later this week. 
The investigation showed that the former New York 
governor had: 


—Revealed, for the first time, his own vast wealth and 
that of his family, estimated at well over a billion dollars. 
—Provided $2.5 million in gifts and loans to close political 
associates and government officials; 
—Approved the publication of an unfriendly book on his 
1970 gubernatorial opponent, Arthur Goldberg, financed by 
his brother 1лшгапсе; 
—Explained how he and his family spent $20 million on 
his political career. 
Most of the criticism was simply that Rockefeller is a very 
rich man whme investments include the cream of American 
business. 
“This great merger of wealth and power is more than this 


Congress should tolerate,” Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., 
told the House Judiciary Committee which voted 26-12 
Thursday to approve the nomination. 


His qualifications and experience rarely were challenged. 
Rep. Henry Smith, R-N.Y., called Rockefeller “a great 
national resource” and said "We cannot afford not to use 
him.” 


That was also the view of two Democrats who voted 
against Gerald Ford last year when he was nominated for 
vice president after Spiro T. Agnew resigned. 
Rep. C harles Rangel. D-N.Y., said he voted for Rockefeller 


“ because it has become obvious that Ford needs all the help 
he can get." 


Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., said she had reservations about 
Rockefeller but was “willing to take the risk" because she 
believed he would attract "high caliber' people into the 
administration. 


Most observers agreed that Rockefeller's considerable 
personal charm and his own powers of persuasion pulled him 
through. Committee members who opposed him politically 
said he was the most intelligent witness who testified in 
years.

KINGSTON 
The Common Council will meet in .special session Tuesday 
night at 7:30 to transfer funds in the city budget as required 
by the State Department of Audit and Control, clearing the 
way for the fiscal closeout of 1974. 
According to City Treasurer Francis H. Law, the state 
requires the city to balance surpluses against deficits at the 
end of the year. “What they’re really concerned about is 
overex|>ending," Law said, adding that the city "has that 
well under control.”

“ What it amounts to is taking all the pluses (surplus), 
putting them into a countingency account and subtracting 
the minuses (deficits),” Law said. He said, however, that 
be was unable to give a figure on how the city will stand 
at the end of this year. Last year the city ran a surplus ol 
$240,482. 


Tomorrow night’s meeting at city hall was called on the 
signatures of five aldermen: Brian D. Smith (R-Third

F. Dreiser (D-13th Ward). 


Also on the agenda is a request by the Public Works

seminar on sewage treatment plants at Syracuse University. 
The seminar, sponsored by the State Health Department, 
will run from Jan. 6 to Jan. 17. 


KINGSTON 
The Kingston Hospital Board of Directors 
meets tonight where it will receive “final 
recommendations" from its consultants on 
whether or not to remain in the city. 
Reportedly, the consultants' recommenda­ 
tions will “ lean heavily" toward the hospital 
moving out of its central Broadway facility 
where it has been a landmark for the past 
half century. 
The consultants, Cresap, McCormick and 
Pagent of New York City, will offer three 
options: 
• Expand on the present two-acre site at 
an estimated cost of $13 million. The argu­ 
ment against is that expansion would be 
, 
limited and any significant future growth 
virtually impossible. A good deal of the 
money would be spent to provide parking. 
• Expand onto the adjacent ttfo-acre city 
hall property at an estimated cost of $17 
million; presents much the same problems 


as the first option. 
• Relocate out of Kingston at an estimated 
cost of $23 million. The present facility 
would then be turned into a nursing home. 
It is expected that the choices will come 
down to the last two options with the 
consultants arguing strongly for relocation. 
The consultants were retained six months 
ago when it became clear that Kingston 
Hospital could not alleviate its need lor 
expanded facilities by merging some of its 
op eratio n s with B enedictine H ospital. 
Merger talks between the two institutions 
broke off early this year after general agree­ 
ment had been reached that some mutual 
operations might prove beneficial to both 
hospitals. 
Tonights meeting will be devoted entirely 
to the consultants’ recommendations, Board 
President Wilbur R. Peters told the Free­ 
man. “We would hope to have a final 
decision tonight.” Peters said.

* Parseghian , 5 1, said he will sit ou t at least on e y ear in a 
n on -athletic capacity . 
His resign ation Su n day came two weeks before he will 
direct the No. 8 -ran ked Irish in a New Year’s Day rematch 
with No. lran ked labama, this time in the Oran ge Bowl. 
Parseghian , who won 94 games, lost 17 an d tied fou r in 
his 11 season s at Notre Dame, said he had made his decision 
at mid-season , 
“After 25 y ears as head coach, I fin d my self phy sically 
ex hau sted an d emotion ally drain ed,” he said. “This certain ­ 
ly is n ot an impu lsiv e decision . 
“ I’v e been mu llin g this ov er in my min d for some time 
n ow, n d I fin ally decided at midseason that my health an d 
the welfare of my family was more importan t than a y thin g 
else." 
“ I am n ot leav in g Notre Dame at this tim e to take an y 
other coachin g position , either on the college lev el or in the 
profession al ran ks. I ju st feel that I shou ld get away from 
coachin g for at least a y ear, fter which I will rev iew my 
coachin g fu tu re. I ju st n eed tioe to reju v en ate my self 
phy sically an d em otion ally .” 
Parseghian has coached on ly two u n beaten Irish teams, 
bu t has taken his team s to postseason bowl games in fiv e 
of the six y ears sin ce Notre Daoe chan ged its policy to permit 
bowl com petition in 196 9. His team ’s record this y ear is 9- 
2. 
He has con firmed that he receiv ed offers to coach 
profession al football, bu t has said he regarded ortly three of 
them seriou sly aod rejected them all. The Rev . Edmu n d P. 
Joy ce, ex ecu tiv e v ice presiden t an d chairman of the school’s 
board of athletic con trol, said Parseghian wou ld remain at 
the u n iv ersity for the n ex t y ear an d b u tilized in the school’s 
dev elopmen tal program. 
“It wou ld be impossible to n u m erate all the con tribu tion s 
Ara Parseghian has made at the u n iv ersity , both as a coach, 
a leader of y ou n g men , an d as a represen tativ e,” Joy ce said. 
“We are in debted to him for the ex cellen t man n er in which 
he has carried on the tradition an d spirit of Notre Dame 
football.” 
There was n o im m ediate specu lation as to a su ccesstr for 
Parseghian , bu t it was likely that Joy ce an d others on the 
board of con trol wou ld con du ct a thorou gh earch before 
choosin g a replacemen t. 
It ws ex pected that Parseghian wou ld con tin u e to work on 
recru itin g of play ers for the n ex t mon th to six weeks, sin ce 
the program wou ld su ffer if this phas is n ot con tin u ed du rin g 
the in terim before the n ew coach is n amed. 
Parseghian was n amed Notre Dame coach in 1964 after 
a len gthy search by the Irish athletic departm en t. He play ed 
his college ball at lmiami of Ohio an became head coach 
there in 195 1. After the 195 5 season , he was n amed head 
coach at Northwestern , where he coached eight season s. His 
W ildcats defeated Notre Dame in fou r straight games before 
he mov ed to S5 u th Ben d.

C (»t of materials used by De­ 
troit automakers to build new 
cars has leveled off and may 
even be declining , a General 
Motors survey shows. But 
don't expect any quick price 
cuts on 1975 model autos. 
GM Chairman Thomas A. 
Murphy said in a Detroit Free 
Press interview Sunday that 
raw material costs jumped 42 
per cent in the year ending 
this Aug ust 
Between Aug . 1 and Nov. 1, * 
they held steady .and then 
actually dropped slig htly hy 
Dec. 1. 
The drop in the overall cost 
of raw materials — steel, rub­ 
ber, 
aluminum 
and 
other 
items — may indicate infla­ 
tion is winding down and this 
could spur consumer con­ 
fidence 
in 
the 
economy, 
Murphy said. 
Automakers could use an 
upsurg e in consumer con­ 
fidence to help get rid of a 
record supply of 1.75 million 
unsold cars. Auto output in 
December is the lowest in 23 
years and 1974 auto produc­ 
tion will be the lowest since 
1962. 
“ I don’t mean it (inflation) 
will suddenly go down to zero, 
but it is coming down and it 
will continue to come down," 
Murphy said. 
"I think that is g oing to g ive 
people some assurance that 
will bring them back into a 
buying frame of mind." 
Murphy would not indicate 
when consumers mig ht ex­ 
pect the world's larg est auto 
company to cut prices, but he 
didn’t rule it out.

The lack of buyers for new 
cars means even more layoffs 
in the industry this week.

Of the 186,840 hourly and 
salaried workers idled this 
week, close to 9 8,000 are on 
open-ended layoffs, not know­ 
ing when or if they will return 
to their jobs.
